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A MASTER PLAN is under way to de- 

stroy the Civil Liberties of the Ameri- 
can people on the pretext of promoting 
Civil Liberty.

The chronology of the Plan is as fol-

“It was indicated, however, that the 
Communist Party would have control.”

Civil Rights 
Group Takes 
Root in City 


A national civil rights organiza- 
tion took root in Detroit Saturday 
at sessions of the Congress on Civil 
Rights. 

Although listing sponsors from 
more than 100 organizations, 
scarcely more than 100 delegates 
attended. Many of these were rec- 
ognized Communists. 

There was no announcement of 
officers of the new organization, 
which will operate concurrently 
with the Civil Liberties League 
and on a slightly larger base. It 
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AMONG THOSE listed as spon- 
sors of the organization, but who 
were not present, was Dorothy K. 
Roosevelt, executive secretary of 
the Michigan Citizens Committee. 

Two advertised speakers who 
did not show up were the Rev. 
Elisworth M. Smith, of the De- 
troit Council of Churches, and 
R. J. Thomas, vice president of 
the UAW (CIO). 

Reports from the resolutions 
and organization committees will 
be made at the closing sessions in 
the Maccabees Auditorium Sun- 
day. 











in the United States, now free on bond, 
was one of the guests. 


(5) On November 30, 1947, Mrs. Roose- 
velt carried the Detroit Plan to the United 
Nations and demanded, “A Civil Rights 
bill to cover the world.” 


(6) A far-reaching program of propa- 
ganda is being carried on through press, 
radio and otherwise to mould public 
sentiment in favor of the Plan. 


(7) Denver, Colorado was chosen as 
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the first city to spearhead the scheme in 
order to set a precedent for other com- 
munities to follow. It has been for years 
infested with one of the most powerful 
Communist organizations to be found 
anywhere in the United States.

DENVER recently elected a new Mayor 

by the name of Quigg Newton, de- 
scribed in the press as “a progressive 
new dealer.” 


One of his first official acts was to 
overrule a section of the City Municipal 
Code which says: “No gathering or meet- 
ing for political purposes in the parks, 
shall be permitted under any circum- 
stances.” 


This was done at the request of the 
Communist Party, to permit the organi- 
zation to hold a meeting in Denver's 
Civic Center. 


Mr. Newton opposes the Congressional 
Committee On Un-American Activities. 
He is a close friend of Congressman John 
Carroll, of Colorado, who defended 
Hollywood Communists, cited for con- 
tempt of Congress. His father-in-law is 
a member of the “Colorado Council For 
American-Soviet Friendship.” 


The names of three well known Leftists 
from Denver, were among the original 
sponsors of the parent meeting at Detroit 
—including Samuel Menin, Jewish at- 
torney for the Communist Party of Colo- 
rado. 


Few people manifested surprise when 
announcements were made _ several 
weeks ago, that the Mayor had appoint- 
ed a group to function as a so-called 
“Interim Survey Committee On Human 
Relations,” with Menin as legal counsel. 


The Committee’s chairman was Dean 
Paul Roberts, an Episcopal rector and 
director of the “Denver Council For 
American-Soviet Friendship.” He is also 
honorary president of the “Denver Unity

He came from the bosom of the Father, 
to the bosom of a Virgin. He left the 
ivory palaces, came to this earth and 
put on humanity, that we might put on 
divinity. 


He became the Son of Man, that we 
might become sons of God. He stooped 
low to our level that we might be given 
a foretaste of heaven and see God in a 
human body. Someone has said that 
Jesus lived the human life of God. 


As the magnifying glass brings out the 
hidden beauties of the rose, so also He 
displays before us the hidden beauties 
of Deity. 


He was born in a supernatural way. 
He lived in poverty. He grew up in 
obscurity. He had no wealth. He at- 
tended no college. Yet the profoundest 
wisdom of men has never equalled His 
discourses. The record says: “Never 
man spake like this man.” 


His relatives were inconspicuous folk, 
living in a rural community. In infancy, 
He frightened a king. In boyhood, He 
puzzled doctors of the law. At the age 
of twelve, He possessed greater wisdom 
than theologians. He was taught of God. 


In manhood, He ruled the elements. 
He defied the law of gravitation by 
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walking on water. Winds obeyed His 
voice. He spoke peace to a raging sea. 
He healed multitudes without medicine 
and made no charge for His services. 








He never wrote a book. Yet many 
libraries would be required to accommo- 
date the books that have been written 
about Him. 


He never wrote a song. Yet He has 
furnished the theme of more songs than 
all the song writers combined. 


He never founded a college. Yet all 
the schools in the world put together 
cannot boast the number of students who 
studied under Him. 


He healed broken hearts. He blessed 
little children. He healed the sick. He 
cleansed the leper. He raised the dead. 
He went about doing good. He was the 
Man of mercy. 


He associated with sinners. He ate 
with publicans. In fact, one had to be a 
sinner to attract His attention. He said: 
“IT am come to seek and to save that 
which was lost:” He has power to trans- 
form human lives. He specializes in 
making bad people good. That is the 
greatest of all miracles—how sinners 
are transformed into saints. 


He never mobilized an army or drafted 
a soldier or fired a gun. Yet no military 
leader has ever enlisted as many vol- 
unteers as those who take orders from 
Him. 

You do not need to be an astronomer, 
to understand that He is the Day Star 
of Eternal Hope. You do not need be a 
geologist, to understand that He is the 
Rock of Ages. You do not need to be a 
zoologist, to understand that He is the 
Lion of the Tribe of Judah and the Lamb 
of God, slain from the foundation of the 
world. You do not need to be a botanist, 
to understand that He is the Rose of 
Sharon and the Lily of the Valley. You 
do not need to be a musician, to under- 
stand that He is the great Harmonizer of 
all discords. You do not need to be a 
Doctor to understand that He is the Heal- 
er of human ills. 


Great men have come and gone. He 
lives on. 


Herod could not kill Him. People ata 
religious service could not stone Him. 
Satan could not tempt Him. Death could 
not destroy Him. The grave could not 
contain Him. Demons obeyed Him. 


He fed a hungry. multitude with the 
lunch of a small boy. He broke up 
funerals. He gave life back to those who 
were dead. He said: “I am the resur- 
rection and the life.”

S WE APPROACH the central day of 
all history, Christmas, which marks 
even on human calendars the change 
from the old to the new, may we be 
given the grace to believe that the real 
Nativity message, the supreme truth of 
the Saviour’s birth, the miracle of the 
manger, the marvel of divine mercy, as- 
sures every one of us “GOD SENT...

NLY WHEN THE HAND on God’s 
clock pointed to the hour decreed 
before the beginning of human history, 
only when the exactly right moment for 
which all the centuries had waited ar- 


; rived, did Jesus appear. 


It was an age that needed His pres- 
ence. Babylonia, Egypt, Assyria, Persia, 
Greece, had all collapsed in failure. 
Israel, the stiffnecked nation that had 
refused to accept its divine privileges, 
was defeated and impoverished. 


Proud, imperial Rome controlled the 
Civilized world. Its tyranny brought 
brutality, oppression, slavery (655,000 
slaves in the city of Rome alone), vice, 
violence, murder, depravity, and per- 
version so horrifying that if they had not 
been checked, they would have ruined 
the race completely. 


Even the temples were centers of hide- 
ous lust and indescribable licentious- 
ness, with pagan priests and “sacred” 
women (1,000 in a single sanctuary of 
Venus) often agents of commercialized 
vice. 


The statesmen, poets, writers, orators 
of that age are frequently glorified today, 
their statues placed in our schools, their 
names inscribed on public buildings. Yet 
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if you knew the sadistic practices and 
the hideous crimes which mark many of 
their lives, you would seek to have such 
public plaudits removed. 


The world had to wait thousands of 
years for that first Christmas, and in 
God’s wisdom the light for which you 
hope may likewise be long in coming. 
Do not be discouraged if your heavenly 
Father will not grant your request at 
once. 


If God wants to grant you a deeper 
spiritual insight by withholding some of 
His blessings until you truly learn to see 
Him as He is, your only Saviour and 
Helper, how blessed that delay! 


If you have prayed twenty-five years 
without answer, keep on! God's mo- 
ment may come in the twenty-sixth year. 
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WHEN DID

HRISTMAS ADDS to the Aposile’s 

statement, “God sent forth his son,” 

by telling us where the Almighty sent 
the Christ Child. 


Jesus was born not in Rome, but in the 
poverty-stricken land of a defeated 
people; and His birthplace in Judea was 
not the capital, Jerusalem, but a village 
of a few hundred souls — Bethlehem, 
small and insignificant even in those 
days. 


How remarkable, then, for the Prophet 
Micah to foresee that “Bethlehem, little 
among the thousands of Judah,” would 
be Jesus’ earthly home! 


Did any book published in Virginia be- 
fore 1732 predict that the future liberator 
of America, George Washington, would 
be born there in Westmoreland County? 
Did any writer in Kentucky before 1809 
foretell that the emancipator of the 
colored race would see the light of day 
in Hardin County? 


Yet seven centuries before the first 
Christmas, the Bible pointedly selected 
Bethlehem as the Saviour’s birthplace. 
That the Messiah was to be born a boy 
— David, Isaiah, Micah, and others fore- 
saw long centuries before Bethlehem. 


What evidence of Almighty power lies 
in the fact that God kept His promise to 
Abraham, Jacob and David, that. the 
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Messiah would be one of their descend- 
ants! Every year thousands of families 
die out, leaving no children. For ex- 
ample, there are no living descendants 
ef Abraham Lincoln today. 








It required divine protection to pre- 
serve the Messianic line. Tremendous 
hostile powers had to be destroyed if 
those chosen as Jesus’ human ancestors 
were to live. God kept His promises. 
He sent His Son. 


Therefore, believe that the Almighty 
keeps every pledge, all opposition to the 
contrary notwithstanding. Read your 
Bible regularly and unfailingly. 


Turn to the Babe at Bethlehem. His 
birth, the fulfillment of many ancient 
prophecies, is God’s own guarantee that 
every one of the thousands of Scripture 
verses extending hope and help to you 
in the Saviour’s name is unbreakable, 
eternally true. 


All the devils in deepest hell and their 
agents in the highest places on earth 
cannot change one letter of God’s lov- 
ing comfort and sustaining consolation. 
Stand firm and fast in the faith that God 
keeps His word. 


I challenge any unbeliever, atheist, 
apostate or back-slider to produce from 
Holy Scripture or history one single in- 
stance in which the Almighty has broken 
His promise. 


Show us another book, if you can, 
which like the Scriptures, can foretell 
and then fulfill to the letter. But if you 
cannot, why are you not fair enough at 
least to study the Bible and its Christ? 


Let me tell you the story of Professor 
George J. Romanes, who held the chair 
of biology in Britain’s far-flamed Uni- 
versity of Cambridge and who was 
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called the greatest Darwinian after Dar- 
win. 


He wrote a book in which he frankly 
stated that he could not accept the ex- 
istence of God nor the immortality of the 
soul, particularly because he could not 
prove this faith. 


But his spirit was troubled, and on 
Christmas Day, 1890 — what a blessed 
Christmas Day that was for Romanes! 
—he wrote in a letter to one whose 
scientific view he regarded very highly, 
Dr. John Gulik, a Christian missionary 
to Japan, “I wish to know how you can 
believe in Jesus Christ as the Saviour 
of the world.” 


Dr. Gulik answered in a remarkable 
series of letters which, by the power of 
the Holy Spirit, led Romanes to cast 
away his materialism, atheism, evolu- 
tionism, to accept the Lord as his own 
personal Saviour, to join the Church and 
worship as a humble Christian. 


May this Advent season likewise 
bring the dawn of spiritual help on many 
benighted souls who have said in ef- 
fect, “Prove Christmas, and we will be- 
lieve it!” “Demonstrate Christ’s deity 
and incarnation by logical scientific 
processes, and we will accept it!” 
“Blessed,” Jesus says, “are they that 
have not seen and yet have believed.”

OW WHEN “God sent forth His Son,” 
did He come with His divine power 
and heavenly majesty, surrounded by 
His legions of angels? Did He suddenly 
burst upon the world as an invincible 
overlord? Our text answers, He “was 
made of a woman.” 


The miracle by which God was mani- 
fest in the flesh is beyond all human 
understanding, but this does not change 
the truth nor the mercy that the Son of 
God became the Son of Man. 
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His Father sent Him, and He went, 
moved only by limitless love. Jesus, 
worshipped by cherubim and seraphim, 
continually adored and praised by the 
heavenly host, forsook the radiance of 
His celestial glory to live His entire life- 
time among the poor, the despised and 
oppressed, to find even from the mo- 
ment of His birth, that there was no room, 
no love, no consideration. 


What additional miracle of divine pow- 
er Christmas represents when we view 
the Christ Child, in the words of our text, 
as “made of a woman,” the Son of the 
Virgin Mary! 


Don’t shake your heads when we re- 
affirm the faith of all true believers, pre- 
dicted by Isaiah, recorded by Matthew, 
Luke and by other sacred writers. 


To our restricted reason and hampered 
human understanding, of course, the 
virgin birth is impossible; yet we know 
“with God all things are possible.” In- 
stead of ridiculing this sacred truth, 
vicious-minded infidels should listen to 
statements by two internationally recog- 
nized physicians. 


The late Dr. Howard A. Kelley of 
Johns Hopkins declared, “The Virgin 
birth is a fact fully established by com- 
petent testimony and abundant collateral 
evidence, believed by men through all 
ages as a necessary factor in their sal- 
vation, viewed with wonder by angels in 
heaven and acknowledged by the 
Father.” 


Dr. D. M. Blair, regius professor of 
anatomy at the University of Glasgow, 
wrote, “Has it ever struck you that the 
only circumstantial account of the virgin 
birth of our Lord is found in the one 
Gospel written by a medical man? Luke 
goes into extraordinary detail. It is as 
though his professional instincts were 
aroused and he said to himself, ‘Here is 
a marvelous thing!’ ” 


If these physicians accept the virgin 
birth, why should anyone without such 
keen medical knowledge presume to 
deny what Scripture itself repeatedly 
affirms? 


What a remarkable mother the Christ 
Child had! No Who’s Who would have 
listed Mary as an outstanding woman. 
She had none of the distinctions which 
give women recognition today. Nor was 
Mary, as she is so often pictured, a state- 
ly queen, with a glittering crown pressed 
on her head. 


She was quiet, modest, an uncommon- 
ly beautiful, humble character; yet 
withal she was a true woman (not a 
sinless saint), a believer who knew and 
confessed her own weaknesses. 


God give us women who will not re 
ject the privileges of motherhood, but 
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thank Him for its blessing, as Mary did. 
Who know the Scripture and can quote 
ft, as she did. Who, following her ex- 
ample, keep its promises safely and se- 
surely locked in their hearts. Who, like 
the Virgin, pray continually. 


We read, in addition, that the Christ 
Child was “made under the law.” Who 
can measure the marvel of mercy these 
words contain? Jesus, “very God of very 
God.” Jesus, whom heaven and earth 
cannot contain. Jesus, the all-holy, ever- 
lasting, and all-powerful, not only be- 
comes man, but He is placed “under the 
law” which sinners must obey. 


Paul declares that He “took upon him 
the form of a servant ... he humbled 
himself, and became obedient unto 
death, even the death of the cross.” 


WHY DID 
GOD SEND HIS SON? 


IHESE WORDS, “obedient unto death,” 

help us find the answer to the last 
question, “Why did God send His Son?” 
or “Why was Jesus ‘made under the 
law’?” 


Here we have come to the marvelous 
climax of the Nativity story, the promise 
of pardon, peace, and blessing... 
which should lead us to thank God that 





there is infinitely more to Christmas than 
sparkle and tinsel, wrapping and un- 
wrapping, giving and receiving, cooking 
and eating. 


In the most glorious grace men or 
angels have ever witnessed in the past, 
or heaven and earth can ever know in 
the future, our Scripture assures us that 
“God sent forth his Son,” not simply to 
teach men, help them, lead them: not 
merely to reform the world, improve it, 
exalt it: not only to give mankind a high 
example, an unselfish purpose, a sacred 
power: not simply to proclaim a social 
gospel, a racial gospel, an economic 
gospel. 


He came, for one prime purpose — 
here it is! Believe it, and you are saved 
forever. Reject it, and you are lost for- 
ever. He who was “made under the 
law” came “to redeem them that were 
under the law.” 


He brought the basic four freedoms: 
freedom from sin and hell, freedom from 
despair and death. How? By fulfilling the 
divine Law, for us. By suffering the 
punishment of God's wrath, for us. By 
bearing the whole crushing, damning, 
soul-destroying load of our sins, for us. 
By taking on Himself the consequence 
and condemnation of all transgressions, 
for us. 
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That is the sacred, heavenly message 
of the manger. Christmas means far 
more than old Scrooge’s sudden good 
will or Tiny Tim’s undaunted cheerful- 
ness, far more than the undefined good 
wishes expressed on millions of holiday 
cards which studiously avoid His sav- 
ing name. 








Christmas means redemption from 
eternal ruin, salvation from condemning 
sin, rescue from the ravages of hell, de- 
liverance from the doom of death — all 
because the Babe at Bethlehem became 
the Crucified at Calvary and made us 
stainless in the sight of a just and holy 
God. 


That redemption is perfect and com- 
plete. It has paid for every one of your 
transgressions, so that you need not cry 
out in anguish, “Can my sins be for- 
given? Is there pardon for my iniquity?” 


Our atonement is all Christ’s work, not 
ours. “By grace are ye saved.” You 
need only believe, only follow the Spirit 
as He urges you to approach Christ with 
a contrite, broken heart, to confess your 
iniquities, to cling to the divine, unbroken 
assurance of sin-conquering love and 
death-defeating compassion. 
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I ask you, then, not, “Did Christ re- 
deem you?” The Bible permits no doubt 
on this subject. He atoned for the whole 
world. His blood has paid the full price 
demanded for the release of the whole 
race. 


Instead I ask, “Have you accepted 
Jesus as your Redeemer? Do you know 
the real meaning of the manger, the full 
import of the incarnation?” 


Don’t answer, “Certainly I know that 
Christ was born in Bethlehem. Why, I’m 
a church member!” Believing means 
more than mere knowing, more than out- 
ward membership in a congregation.

So-called Marshall Plan 


Many alert Americans believe the so- 
called Marshall Plan to have been de- 
vised by behind-the-scenes planners, 
and that Marshall is a “front” for the 
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Plan. Many of them also believe the 
Plan to be the final chapter in the long- 
persisted-in New Deal spending of the 
American Republic toward destruction. 


Certainly the Plan has a long-range 
set-up not unlike a Soviet five-year plan, 
and it is difficult for any practical-minded 
person to see wherein this grandiose and 
idiotic spending program can be of pos- 
sible benefit otherwise than to the Soviet. 


Everyone who is able to think ought 
to know that it is utterly impossible to 
convert into healthy economics, through 
the injection of large volumes of Ameri- 
can dollars, the inherently-ruinous, eco- 
nomics of foreign countries which persist 
in stifling free enterprise and personal 
freedom. Such foreign countries can 
never have healthy economics unless 
free enterprise and personal freedom be 
permitted to function. 


Free enterprise and personal freedom 
can do infinitely more to relieve scar- 
city than the contribution of large 
volumes of American dollars. The spread 
of Communism is aided, rather than hin- 
dered, by every country which persists 
in stifling free enterprise and personal 
freedom. Moreover, it is not possible 
to conceive of any greater aid to the 
attainment of world Communism than 
the elimination of the American Republic 
as a barrier by the spending of our Re 
public into destruction through pouring 
of its resources into such bottomless rat 


_holes as the supposed bailing out of in- : 
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herently-ruinous economies for foreign 
countries. 


The building of a so-called healthy 


world economy through the squander- 
ing of American dollars to obscure the 
effects of inherently-ruinious foreign 
economies is repugnant to common 
sense and common honesty. 


Soviet Attitude 


The real Soviet attitude about the so- 
called Marshall Plan may not be reli- 
ably gathered from published pronounce- 
ments by the Soviet. Is the Kremlin so 
stupid that it does not realize that the 
best way to assure American acceptance 
of the Plan is to have the Soviet de- 
nounce it? The Soviet used similar 
strategy quite early in the New Deal 
regime to deceive the American people. 


Instead of openly thanking the New 
Deal administration for its insidious and 
persistent undermining of free enter- 
prise and personal freedom in the Ameri- 
can Republic, and its great aid to the 
Soviet in divers other ways, the Soviet 
went through the form of issuing blast 
after blast against the New Deal admin- 
istration for supposedly striving to pre- 
serve free enterprise and personal free- 
dom. 

Not only is the destruction of free en- 
terprise and personal freedom every- 
where an admitted objective of the 
Soviet, but, in addition, it has long recog- 
nized that the attainment of that objec- 
tive is absolutely impossible until the 
American Republic, with its demonstra- 
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tion of the wonderful fruits of free enter- 
prise and personal freedom, shall have 
been completely obliterated. While the 
Soviet denies God, it well knows the 
truth proclaimed in the Gospel: 


“By their fruits ye shall know them.” 


Lenin, the Soviet founder, was asked 
on one occasion how he ever expected 
world Communism to be attained while 
the beneficient fruits of free enterprise 
and personal freedom centinued to be 
displayed through the American Re- 
public. He has been quoted as replying: 


“We shall oblige America to spend her- 
self into destruction.” 


The incident and the quotation are 
omitted from Lenin’s Collected Works, 
but the settled determination of the Soviet 
to put an end to the American Republic 
as the greatest obstacle in the way of 
the attainment of world Communism has 
been manifested a number of times. 

On May 6, 1929, Stalin addressed an 
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American Commission (so-called) of the 
Third International in Moscow: 


"J think, Comrades, that the American 
Communist Party is one of those few Com- 
munist parties in the world upon which his- 
tory has conferred a task of a decisive char- 
acter from the viewpoint of the world revolu- 
tionary movement.”’ 


Stalin added: 


“When the revolutionary crisis will open 
out in America, this will be the beginning of 
the end of world capitalism. It is neces- 
sary that the American Communist Party 
should be able to meet this historical mo- 
ment fully armed.” (Moscow Bolshevik, 
January 15, 1930). 








In 1934, five years later, Stalin pub- 
lished and circulated in the American 
Republic a book entitled “Foundations 
of Leninism,” on page 95 of which “prac- 
tical bankruptcy” was featured as of 
great aid in preparing a nation for Com- 
munist take-over. 


In view of these express and deliber- 
ate pronouncements emanating from the 
Soviet, how can anyone deny that the 
spending of the American Republic into 
destruction is recognized hv the Soviet to 
be the most wished-for performance to 
make possible the attainment of world 
communism. 


New Deal Record 


Let us have a look at the New Deal 
record. as regards the spending of the 
American Republic toward destruction, 
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along with its insidious and persistent 
undermining of free enterprise and per- 
sonal freedom. It is difficult to under- 
stand how anyone familiar with the rec- 
ord can have the slightest faith in the 
recent New Deal assurance that it is con- 
ducting “an ideological war” against 
the Soviet.

deceit prove insufficient. The Soviet well 
knows that socialism is not hostile to it. 
In fact, the Soviet is called “Union of 
Soviet SOCIALIST Republics” (U.S.S.R). 
Of course, the word “Republics” is false- 
ly and deceptively used by the Soviet. 


In minor things, there have been some 
conflicts, from time to time, in New Deal 
policy. But the main policy seems to 
stand out clearly and undeviatingly, 
namely, to conduct a creeping under- 
mining of free enterprise and personal 
freedom under endless pretexts, and to 
also utilize the endless pretexts to cloak 
the persistent spending of the American 
Republic toward destruction, all the 
while pretending to be seeking more 
democracy, freedom and security for 
the common people. 


The pretense is not unlike that made 
by Lenin to the Russian people in the 
Bolshevik take-over of November 1917, 
which constituted a scuttling of every- 
thing obtained by the Russian people in 
their successful revolution against the 
Czar in March 1917, eight months earlier. 


Communism, Bolshevism, and Soviet- 
ism are interchangeable terms, with 
variations, for a diabolical plot to reduce 
human beings to serfdom. It is not so 
easy to define New-Dealism. The great 
aid given by it to the perfidious plan- 
ning of the Soviet has always been 
given so adroitly, and under so many 
excuses or pretexts, that many persons 
believe in the sincerity of the New Deal. 
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The supposition of New Deal sincerity, 
however, is difficult to sustain when the 
New Deal record is examined impar.- 
tially and intelligently. 


New Deal Pledges 


The New Deal rode into power on 
March 4, 1933 upon the Democratic 
Platform of 1932, which pledged three 
important things: 

“maintenance of the national credit by a 

federal budget annually balanced;”’ 


“an immediate and drastic reduction of gov- 
1 Ai :” and 





“removal of government from all fields of 
Private enterprise except where necessary 
to develop public works and natural re- 
sources in the common interest.” 


There pledges were grounded in sound 
Americanism, upholding free enterprise 
and personal freedom, and promising 
withdrawal of governmental interfer- 
ence therewith, as also reduction of gov- 
ernmental expenditures and an annual- 
ly balanced federal budget in the future. 


Instead of performing these solemn 
pledges, the New Deal lost no time in 
instituting an insidious and disastrous 
economy of scarcity through govern- 
mental planned economy and bureauc- 
racy, ruinous taxation, and a spending 
spree. In order to help maintain the 
scarcity needed as an excuse for gov- 
ernmental bureaucracy, and keep back 
the marvelous production obtainable 
through free enterprise and personal free- 
dom, crops were plowed under, pigs 
killed, and production restricted by 
bureaucratic dictatorship. 


So great was the multitude of new 
bureaus set up to perform in reverse the 
pledges of the 1932 Platform that the 
gamut of the alphabet had to be run 
again and again to provide identifying 
initials; and numerous apostles of scar- 
city, professing to be economic experts, 
were appointed to the bureaucratic of- 
fices created in such new bureaus. 


The apostles of scarcity had strange 
backgrounds. The Soviet had provided 
education for many of them. Practically 
all of them believed in governmental 
planning and bureaucracy as superior to 
free enterprise and personal freedom, 
and regarded our traditional American 
system as an inferior one. 


Manipulated Crises 


The New Deal has been progressively 
ruinous in the name of so-called emer- 
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gencies. Until it has been entirely run 
out of office, there seems to be no like- 
lihood that it will ever run out of so- 
called emergencies. 


New Deal experts seem to be most 
proficient in intensifying crises, while 
pretending to be remedying them, and 
a new crises may be expected before an 
earlier one ends. In fact, one crisis has 
been used as a means of creating an- 
other without curing the first. For in- 
stance, artificial scarcity — still further 
aggravated by governmental buying 
and hoarding, not only served as a pre- 
text for a governmental planned econ- 
omy, but also for the institution of sys- 
tems of rationing and price-fixing. All 
of which are, of course, deadly to free 
enterprise and personal freedom. NEW 
DEAL EXPERTS KNOW HOW TO MAKE 
A VICIOUS CIRCLE GATHER MORE 
AND MORE DESTRUCTIVE POWER. 


During World War II, the New Deal 
feverishly sought to add civilian con- 
scription to military conscription as es- 
sential to the winning of the war, be- 
cause our so-called Allies used civilian 
conscription. The fact that, by not hav- 
ing civilian conscription, we were able 
to outproduce our so-called Allies made 
no appeal to the New Dealers. 


Did they really believe civilian con- 
scription essential to the winning of the 
war, or rather to the imposition of prac- 
tically total bureaucracy upon the 
American people to retard them in throw- 
ing off New Deal shackles after the war? 


It seems quite significant that as late 
as March 1945, after victory in Europe 
had become certain, the New Deal drove 
through the House of Representatives by 
a margin of 7 votes H. R. 1752 to amend 
the Draft Act by adding civilian conscrip- 
tion, but it was, fortunately, defeated in 
the Senate by a margin of 17 votes. 
Those 17 Senators are entitled to ever- 
lasting credit for then saving our Re- 
public from insidious suspension of its 
true functioning by making practically 
everyone a helpless subject of the New 
Dealers. 


New Deal Recognition 
of the Soviet 


New Deal recognition of the Soviet in 
November 1933 was a base betrayal of 
Civilization, as the labor leader Samuel 
Gompers warned in advance. The New 
Deal well knew that the Soviet was not 
a civilized nation, but instead a criminal 
gangsterism, and it went through the 
form of exacting a pledge from the 
Soviet to keep its depredations out of the 
United States as a condition of its recog- 
nition. . 

The pledge was not kept, but flaunted, 
yet the recognition was never with- 





drawn. The recognition was as outrage- 
ous as would have been the recognition 
of a pirate fleet, as a civilized nation 
upon the faith of a pledge that the pirati- 
cal operations would be kept away from 
our shores. 


Yet the New Deal has not only per- 
sisted in keeping its recognition of the 
Soviet in effect, but it has been chiefly 
responsible for the building up of the 
Soviet into the most powerful Empire in 
the world through the dispensing to it of 
American production in enormous quan- 
tities. 


So partisan has the New Deal been to 
the Soviet throughout the New Deal ad- 
ministration that in 1936, when the Span- 
ish people were subjected to a barbar- 
ous and ruthless red regime directed 
from Moscow, the New Deal sought to 
aid the Soviet by lauding the red leaders 
in Spain as “loyalists,” and denouncing 
loyal Spaniards as “rebels.”

No matter 
what its claim may be, it ought to hang 
its head in shame, and cheerfully give 
way to more alert Americans for lead- 
ership in needed steps to save the Ameri- 
can Republic from the Soviet criminal 
gangsterism.

Whatever may be done, in the way of 
supplying further food or other dire ne- 
cessities to people in other lands, an end 
should be put at once to grandiose long- 
term schemes to build a healthy world 
economy at the expense of American 


taxpayers. 


On October 20, 1947, the United States 
Department of State issued its Publica- 
tion 2961 attempting to support the so- 
called Marshall Plan as justified by the 
proposition: 


“If we want a prosperous America, we 
must have a prosperous world.” 


The proposition is a re-statement of 
what Franklin D. Roosevelt claimed in 
his Message to Congress of January 3, 
1940, in publicly inaugurating Global 
New-Dealism, namely, that it is not pos- 
sible for our Republic to — 


“live happily and prosperously, its future 
secure, inside a high wall of isolation while, 
the rest of Civilization and the 
culture of mankind are 


outside, 
commerce and 
shattered.” 


It should be perfectly obvious to any- 
one who possesses practical common 
sense that a prosperous world cannot be 
built by American taxpayers, and that 





any attempt to place such a burden upon 
their backs will mean the wrecking of 
their healthy economy, and a complete 
black-out of Civilization. 


A prosperous world must, in the very 
nature of things, be made up of free na- 
tions and free men, with free enterprise 
and personal freedom producing vary- 
ing states of development in the differ- 
ent nations, each serving to stimulate 
further development in the backward na- 
tions. .This is the fundamental principal 
recognized by the Founding Fathers of 
our Republic. 


It is not surprising that New Dealers, 
with their European and un-American 
ideas, find themselves out of step with 
our Founding Fathers. In 1938, Emil 
Ludwig, a well-known author and very 
close friend of Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
wrote and published a book entitled 
“Roosevelt, A Study in Fortune and 
Power,” containing the following il- 
luminating statement: 


“What Roosevelt is doing is in no respect 
new to us Eurepeans; but how he does it, 
how he is transforming a conservative State 
into a semi-socialist State, all via popular 
lecti and Congress, and in the midst of 
complete freedem of speech and opposition,

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all this is a great example and comfort for 
Europe.” 


Mr. Ludwig omitted to state that the so- 
called “complete freedom of speech” had 
been largely nullified by outrageous 
deception and betrayal of the people 
through organized propaganda, aided by 
many influential leaders in politics, press 
and pulpit, with the result that few 
avenues of influencing public opinion 
are open to the average citizen. 


Perverted politics, press and pulpit are 
largely responsjble for the ever-deepen- 
ing plight of the world! 
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Of Sermons :

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: eer ARE many types of Preachers 
and they differ in their preaching 
gifts. Bishop Leslie R. Marston has clas- 
sified them into three groups, namely: 
“The evangelistic Preacher, the doctrinal 
Preacher, and the ethical Preacher.” 


He says: “The evangelistic Preacher 
secures action through emotional in- 
fluence on the impulsive will. The doc- 
trinal Preacher secures action by way 
of the intellect’s influence on the rational 
will. The ethical Preacher secures ac- 
tion through the influence of the sense 
of duty on the ethical will. 


“The ethical Preacher urges to right- 
eousness. The doctrinal Preacher ap- 
peals to truth. The evangelistic Preacher 
appeals to produce that basic hedonic 
principle of all life by which man shuns 
pain and death and seeks happiness 
and life.” 


The doctrinal Preacher appeals to the 
intellect and’ puts the emphasis on the 
head. The evangelistic Preacher puts 
the emphasis on the heart. The ethical 
Preacher puts the emphasis on the hand. 


All three types of sermons are im- 
portant, and so important that none of 
them can safely be neglected or sacri- 
ficed at the domination of another. It is, 
however, my opinion that doctrinal 
predching is being sacrificed in some 
cases, at the domination of the ethical 
or evangelistic. 


There should be a new emphasis on 
doctrinal preaching. Doctrine is of pri- 
mary importance. It is the basic part of 
our spiritual foundation, without which 
we become spiritual driftwood. 


Doctrine has to do with what we be- 
lieve. Someone says it does not matter 
what we believe, just so we are sincere. 
That may sound well but it has more 
sound than sense. 


Salvation does not depend upon sin- 
cere thinking. It depends upon right 
thinking. 


Yes, belief is important, for belief af- 
fects or influences character. Ideas, as 
you know, in time walk and talk. What 





we believe matters a lot, for according 


to the doctrines of the Church, so the 
ethics because the members will be in- 
formed. 


Thus, when the people of the Reforma- 
tion period realized that, “the just shall 
live by faith,” it produced a right-about- 
face in their conduct. No longer did 
they follow the old custom of penance. 
They lived by faith. 


Salvation is a Trinity of theory, ex- 
perience and practice. The theory or 
doctrine, in order of thought, comes first 
. . - because doctrine is the root of the 
tree, and the character of the root de- 
termines the character of the fruit, the 
life, the ethics. 


There is entirely too little definition of 
real Christianity in the average sermon. 
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What Phillips Brooks said to the divinity 
students at Yale in his day is appropri- 
ate for this hour. He said: 








“The truth is, no preaching ever had 
any strong power that was not the 
preaching of doctrine. The Preachers 
who have moved and held men have al- 
ways preached doctrine. No exhorta- 
tion to a good life, that does not put be- 
hind it some truth as deep as eternity, 
can seize and hold the conscience. 
Preach it always, not that men may be- 
lieve it, but that they may be saved by 
believing it.” 


We are called on to “Prove all things” 
and “hold fast that which is good.” The 
loss of the least truth, as another has 
said, is of dangerous consequence. The 
loss of a doctrinal truth is as the loss of a 
diamond out of a ring, or a jewel out of 
a mediator’s crown. 


The doctrines of the Bible may be 
compared to a ladder that has many 
steps, or rounds. Each doctrine is like one 
round of the ladder. By these rounds we 
are lifted heavenward. If any round is 
broken or missing, we are in danger of 
slipping and our climbing is rendered 
either difficult or impossible. 





The three principle rounds on this lad- 
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der, that lifts us to heaven, are repent- 
ance, regeneration and sanctification — 
three fundamental doctrines. 








Repentance is the most important. Re- 
pentance to religion is what the alphabet 
is to education. It is to religion what 
addition, subtraction. multiplication and 
division are to mathematics. It is basic 
and foundational. 


Preachers, like writers, have special 
themes to which they give more than 
average attention. If their themes are 
little, they will be regarded as little 
Preachers. 


There is a danger of majoring on 
minors, incidentals and externals. This 
characterizes the Preacher as being a 
shallow thinker. The danger of major- 
ing on prophecy, at the expense of the 
rest of the Bible, marks the Preacher as 
a@ speculator. The danger of majoring on 
any one theme too much, will make a 
Preacher appear lopsided. 


A small Preacher can be a great 
Preacher if he will major on great themes 
. . - such as the redemption, salvation, 
faith, love, judgment, and destiny. 
Preaching on such themes are sure to 
bring lasting results. 





Many a Preacher has been tempted, 
and yielded to the temptation, to pass 
over the preaching of doctrine in favor 
of that which appears to get immediate 
results, but in my opinion, perhaps not 
lasting results. Emotions may be stirred 
both by sound reasoning and by a senti- 
mental story. We must remember that 
depth is quite as much a consideration 
as breadth. 


Martin Luther preached the doctrine of 
atoning blood to a slumbering Europe 
and many awoke from spiritual death. 
Spurgeon thundered the glorious doctrine 
of Christ crucified into the ears of peer 
and peasant, with a voice like the sound 
of many waters, and thousands were 
saved. John Bunyon made the Cross the 
starting point to the Celestial City. 


Great Preachers of the Gospel, who 
have had success, have strung their 
pearls on the cross of the Atonement. 
With doctrinal preaching John Wesley 
started a Church which, like a flame, 
burned around the world in revival fires. 


There should be a revival of doctrinal 
preaching for many reasons. First, be- 
cause there is a general ignorance along 
the line of doctrine, inside and outside 
of the Church. 


A second reason is that a clear under- 
standing of doctrine, is a prominent stone 
in the foundation of Christian character. 
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Doctrine has great influence on conduct. 


Thirdly, doctrine is important because 
of the part it has played in the great re- 
vivals of the past. Fourthly, sound doc- 
trine keeps people from being led astray 
and becoming spiritual driftwood. 


Let us, as Preachers of the Gospel, con- 
sider the admonition of Paul when he 
said, “Take heed unto thyself, and unto 
the doctrine: continue in them: for in do- 
ing this thou shalt both save thyself, and 
them that hear thee.” I Timothy 4:17. 


For the reasons listed above, we 
should give doctrine a new emphasis. 
Note I did not say an equal emphasis 
nor an over emphasis. Nowhere does 
God authorize an over emphasis but 
rather a balanced emphasis. 


A balanced emphasis will not unduly 
stress a minor truth at the expense of a 
major truth. If we unduly express a 
minor doctrine at the expense of a major 
doctrine we hinder the whole range of 
truth. Truth is a unit. It is symetrical. 
An undue emphasis spoils the symetry.

Her reference to this branch of Con- 
gress as being “ludicrous,” was regard- 
ed here as an echo of the hatred regu- 
larly expressed by Reds toward the 
elected Representatives of the people. 


The Legislative, rather than the Execu- 
tive or Judicial branches of the Govern- 
ment, has stymied the Moscow plan to 
take over the United States.

“Speaking of Vishinsky and Molotov, 
and the vicious, inflammatory remarks 
they make almosf daily, regarding the 
people of the United States and their 
Government and their Congress . . let me 
quote you from an American Vishinsky, 
the Honorable O. John Rogge, one time 
special assistant to the Attorney Gen- 
eral of the United States, who appeared 
at the same hour and on the same plat- 
form with Kenny. Rogge, who almost 
hourly announces himself as a liberal, 
had this to say about the Congress of

With the possible exception of Repre- 
sentative Sabath of Illinois, the three 
least popular members of Congress are 
undoubtedly Marcantonio, Taylor and 
Pepper.

(83) Pepper is now under fire back 
home. Groups of irate Floridians are 
creating a movement, with headquarters 
in Jacksonville, to have him expelled 
from the Senate. 


Impeachment proceedings would, of 
course, have to originate inside the Sen- 
ate. But citizens of Florida hope to con- 
vince Senators that they have a special 
responsibility to the Country in this re- 
gard. 


Mr. Ted Bayley, executive vice presi- 
dent of the Associated Industries of 
Florida, is reported to be one of the lead- 
ers in the movement toward impeach- 
ment. 


ASHINGTON WATCHED to see if 
President Truman would follow the 
Roosevelt pattern this year, of sending 
a congratulatory telegram to Moscow, 
on the birthday of the Soviet revolution. 





Sure enough, he sent one . . . but 
couched in language far more conserva- 
tive than Roosevelt was accustomed to 
using! 


Thirty years have passed since Lenin, 
Trotsky and a little group of international 
desperadoes shot their way to power in 
Petrograd (now called Leningrad). Stalin 
was a bank robber in those days.

JORLD TRENDS 


No less than 20-million Soviet citizens 
languish today in slave-labor camps, 
under conditions that normal Americans 
would not impose upon dumb brutes. 


The concentration camp is a perma- 
nent institution in the Soviet system. The 
ruling clique professes omniscience. It 
does all the thinking and planning for 
the Russian people. Anybody who dis- 
sents is a traitor. 


This department of THE DEFENDER 
has secured latest figures compiled by 
the United States Bureau of Labor Sta- 
tistics — contrasting conditions among 
the laboring classes in Russia with those 
in our own Country. 


The average Russian worker can buy 
22 loaves of white bread with his en- 
tire week’s pay ... while the American 
worker can purchase 394 such loaves 
with what he receives. 


The Russian’s weekly earnings will 
pay for 8.4 pounds of beef... while the 
American’s will provide 81.8 pounds. 


The Russian has to work seven weeks 
to buy one shoddy suit of clothes... 
while the American works only one 
week to get a good suit. 


A writer on the Washington journalis- 
tic front was getting down to brass tacks, 
when he recently stated: 


“What power Russia now has, stems 
from Roosevelt's having beefed it up 
unduly during the war for reasons best 
known to him, from its huge land area, 
and from its ruthless territorial and po- 
litical grabs since the war.” 


HE WORD “SEVZAPLES,” may not 
mean much to the average Ameri- 
can. But to leaders on Capitol Hill, it is 
coming to symbolize the fact of materials 
shipped to Russia, for possible use 
against us, at a future time. 


“Sevzaples” is the name of one of sev- 
eral Russian freighters, that were recent- 
ly discovered docked at Jersey City, 
ready to pull out, loaded with equipment 
desperately needed in this Country. 


Despite White House opposition to 
Communism, a Soviet purchasing organi- 
zation called Amtorg, continues to oper- 
ate in the United States, taking away 
huge quantities of materials for which 
our own people are begging. 
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Sixteen shiploads of turbines, dyna- 
mos, steel rails, girders, locomotives, 
railroad flat cars and flywheels have 
gone out from the Jersey City harbor 
alone, the last few weeks. Roosevelt 
supplied most of these ships to Russia 
under lend-lease —for which Moscow 
has thus far refused’ to make payment. 


Representative Dirksen of Illinois, 
came back from Europe quite Sevzaples- 
minded. Among the first things he did 
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upon reaching Washington was to make 
a public statement declaring that, “The 
Soviet Union is feverishly preparing for 
military war.” . 








He called for an immediate boycott on 
shipments which would “strengthen the 
economic and military power of Russia 
and her Communist satellites.” 


Noting, that the men who control Rus- 
sia are producing “weapons of offensive 
warfare,” Mr. Dirksen declared, “the un- 
heralded business of preparing for war 
goes steadily forward in the Soviet 
Union. The cold war can quickly be 
transformed into a hot war.” 


Mr. Truman answered these and other 
similar objections by calling a news con- 
ference, and stating that he saw “no rea- 
son for stopping such exports.” He gave 
no reason for taking this position. 


Representative Hoffman was among 
those who quickly criticized the Presi- 
dent by asking: “Is it not absurd for us 
to continue with one hand to give bil- 
lions to stop Communism and Russia, 
while with the other we extend aid to the 
Russians and Communists—our po- 
tential, if not actual, enemies?” 





ALTER WINCHELL’S enemies here 

at Washington (and their number is 
legion), are preparing a blast against 
him, based upon a smear story he wrote 
for “Liberty” in 1942 libeling religious 
leaders, who opposed Soviet Russia. 


The article, written to aid the Com- 
munist cause in the United States, bore 
the title, “Americans We Can Do With- 
out.” 


The forthcoming exposure will demon- 
strate that Winchell is today, an “Ameri- 
can” that we can very well DO WITH- 
OUT, in the present crisis. No one here 
believes that his sudden change from 
pro-Red to anti-Red is an act of sincerity. 





The Washington Star said in a recent 
editorial: “Mr. Winchell, until last year, 
had leaned way over backwards to 
praise the bravery of the Soviet Army, 
and to dispel suspicions about the sin- 
cere willingness of the Kremlin to co- 
operate for the creation of a peaceful 
world.” 


His present motive for opposing Com- 
munism will eventually come to light.

“When a dog has nothing else to do, 
it licks its underbelly.

“I wish to say, when the dog does 
what Mr. Gromyko describes, it does it 
for its own pleasure. But Mr. Gromyko, 
in order to remain safe and remain at 
the helm and to please the Kremlin, is 
forced to do to all the members of the 
Politburo, what the dog in the proverb 
does for itself. 


“But because there are fourteen mem- 
bers of the Politburo (high Soviet Coun- 
cil), Mr. Gromyko must be very busy. 


“T understand that the form of my an- 
swer is not very-distinguished, but I am 
obliged to reply in such manner, first, be- 
cause Mr. Gromyko forced me to do so, 
and secondly—and you may believe 
me! — Mr. Gromyko could not under- 
stand any other language. As regards 
myself, personally, I must apologize to 
my readers for answering in this form.” 


ISHOP G. BROMLEY OXNAM recent- 
ly sent a pro-Communist booklet to 
Methodist Pastors over the Country, with 
“a form letter saying that the message 
will “help you to understand the differ- 
ent issues now confronting us, to the end 
that international peace may be pre- 
served...” 





It now appears that the Bishop’s emo- 
tional sympathies may have over bal- 
anced his judgment. At any rate, his 
approach conflicted with the Red propa- 
ganda line ... for the reason that Stalin 
slapped Churchmen in general a few 
days later. 


On November Ist, the official Com- 
munist Youth newspaper of Moscow 
quoted the following directive by Stalin:

IHE PEOPLE of Denver were shocked, 

when they read a summary of the

It condemned churches, schools, hos- 
pitals, hotels, restaurants and business 
concerns of excellent repute. It casti- 
gated judges, preachers, courts and the 
Denver Police Department. It struck at 
ideals, traditions and institutions that 
make possible the American way of life. 
It condemned “Fundamental Christian- 


ity.” 


BUT IT DID NOT HAVE A SINGLE 
WORD TO SAY ABOUT COMMUNISM. 
On the other hand, it singled out and 
assailed every outstanding opponent of 
Communism in the Denver area. 


Dr. Harvey H. Springer, Pastor of the 
Englewood Baptist Church, was chosen 
as the principal target of attack. 


He first learned of the Committee's re- 
port, from a newspaper reporter on the 
Denver Post, who called by telephone 
and read excerpts demanding... 


(1) That the pulpit of the Englewood 
Baptist Church be declared vacant. 


(2) That Fundamental Christianity be 
immediately curbed and eventually ‘ob- 
literated. 
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(3) That Dr. Springer be denied the 
right of addressing public gatherings. 


(4) That radio station KMYR remove 
him from the air. 


(5) That the second class mailing priv- 
ilege of his magazine, “The Western 
Voice” be revoked.

R. SPRINGER immediately went into 
action. He called on the Mayor, and 
remained at ease when greeted with in- 
sulting and _  ~provocative language. 
Calmly, but firmly, he demanded use of 


the City Auditorium the next Sunday aft- | 


ernoon. 


The Mayor found himself in an awk- 
ward position, having previously granted 
the Communist Party use of city prop- 
erty. He did not dare refuse Dr. Spring- 
er’s request. A GIANT MASS MEET- 
ING WAS HELD SUNDAY AFTERNOON, 
NOVEMBER 30th. 


The building with a seating capacity 
of 3,500 was packed to overflowing an 
hour before time for the meeting to start. 
No less than 2,000 were turned away. 
Announcements were made to those out- 
side, that Dr. Springer would repeat the 
address at his Church in the evening.

pacity for the 7:30 o’clock service. Over 
6,000 persons attended the two rallies. 


When the Mayor granted Christians 
the use of the City Auditorium he gloated 
that Dr. Springer would “make a fool of 
himself.” But the cowboy orator rose 
to the occasion and took the audiences 
by complete surprise. 


Instead of allowing the forces of anti- 
Christ to put him on the defensive, he 
launched a terrific attack. Among other 
things, he had been accused of stirring 
up “racial hate’—a favorite propa- 
ganda weapon used these days by Left 
Wing groups. 


So, before beginning his address, a 
colored quartet sang Gospel songs... 
a negro preacher appeared on the plat- 
form with Dr. Springer . . . and Rev.

The Mayor was there. City officials 
were there. Leaders of the Communist 
Party and the Anti-Defamation League 
were there. Menin and Sidman were 
there. Roberts was there. Other mem- 
bers of the Committee were there. 


Dr. Springer relieved the tenseness 
by means of a broad smile. Then he did 
the thing that nobody was expecting. He 
pulled out a series of questions and be- 
gan to read. Within five minutes his op- 
ponents were on the DEFENSIVE. 
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He bombarded thém with questions 
for over an hour. The hearers loved it! 
Sometimes they roared their approval. 
Once, the meeting almost got out of con- 
trol. 


When Dr. Springer asked if Mayor 
Newton knew any reason why the vot- 
ers should not demand his recall from 
office, two-thirds of the audience leaped 
to its feet, shouting, applauding, stamp- 
ing, and whistling approval.

EFORE BEGINNING his bombardment 

of questions, Dr. Springer used a few 

minutes to make an introductory state- 
ment: 


“KR Nation-wide assault is being 
launched against leaders who believe in 
New Testament Christianity. Mayor 
Newton's ‘Hate Committee’ has attacked 
me on the false assumption of defending 
the Civil Liberties of certain groups. 


“In reality, they are out to destroy the 
Civil Liberties of Gospel Preachers and 
others, who have the courage to oppose 
Communism and show up its real sinis- 
ter motivation. 


“Why Denver was chosen as one of 
the first cities to black-out the liberties 
of men of God who believe in, and de- 
fend, evangelical Christianity and funda- 
mental Americanism remains to be 
shown. 


“Before the afternoon is over, I shall 
prove that this Committee was born with- 
in the Communist Party. I ask an in- 
terest in your prayers as I expose the 
hidden hand behind this diabolical plot.” 


Then he began to submit his questions 
with the force and accuracy of a trip 
hammer. They were thrown at the 
audience like atom bombs. 


First, he interrogated Dean Paul 
Roberts. Second, Louis Sidman. And 
finally, he said he wished to aim a “few 
feeble remarks” at his majesty the 
Mayor! 

One special inquiry, addressed to 
each three, was called the $64.00 -QUES- 
TION.

Dean Paul Roberts 


Dr. Springer speaking: 


(a) Mr. Roberts. This report published 
by the Mayor’s “Hate Committee” con- 
tains an attack upon what it chooses to 
call “Fundamental Christranity.” Just 
what is a Fundamentalist? 


Do you ever quote the Apostles’ 
Creed? If you do... Do you believe that 
it contains the truth regarding the funda- 
mentals of the Christian religion? Let 
me say, sir, that as a Minister of the 
Gospel, I believe in everyone of its 
twelve clauses. THAT IS FUNDAMEN- 
TALISM. 


Don’t you think, Mr. Roberts, that you 
are out of order in joining up with the 
Communists and atheists in condemning 
these precious doctrines of the Christian 
Faith? I wish to ask you in all sin- 
cerity: Are you a Christian? 


(b) Mr. Roberts. I am sure you will 
recall that William Z. Foster came to 
Denver and delivered an address a few 
months ago for the purpose of promot- 
ing atheism, racial hate and the concept 
of a proletarian dictatorship to replace 
the principle of democratic government. 
You are no doubt aware that the Com- 
munist Party of Denver circulated their 
literature at that meeting. 


Very well sir. When you accepted 
the chairmanship of the Mayor’s “Hate 
Committee” - Did you know that the 
cut-and-dried report, when submitted to 
the Mayor, would be identical with the 
literature put out at Foster’s meetings? 


For your information, I will say that I 
have with me this afternoon, the litera- 
ture circulated on that occasion. There 
is nothing new about your report. Foster 
published it in Denver several months 
ago. 


Louis Sidman 
Dr. Springer speaking: 


(a) Mr. Sidman. I am sure you are 
familiar with the documented report pre- 
pared and published by Major Robert 
H. Williams, a counter-intelligence of- 
ficer of the United States army during 
the last war. You will recall that the 
title of this thirty thousand word report is 
as follows: “The Anti-Defamation League 

- And Its Use In The World Com- 
munist Offensive.” 


Major Williams says that your organi- 
zation specializes in trying to ruin men 
and women in public life who oppose 
Communism. He says that you have 
reduced smearing to a science. He says 
that you spend millions of dollars a year 
promoting the Communist offensive. He 
says you are operating a Gestapo like 
Hitler operated in Germany, like Mus- 
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solini operated in Italy, like Stalin is now 
operating in Russia. 


Now Mr. Sidman, on page 3 of Major 
Williams’ report we read these words: 
“Representatives of the Anti-Defamation 
League have called on thousands of 
editors and publishers to PERSUADE 
them not to publish material which 
would displease the League.” 


Major Williams continues: “The editor 
of one of America’s great dailies, told me 
that local Anti-Defamation League repre- 
sentatives called on him, bringing‘ along 
an expert from the Chicago headquar- 
ters. Their REQUEST was that the news- 
paper should never mention certain men 
favorably. 


“They made it plain,” says Major 
Williams, “that they came to alert the 
editor not to offend them. The editor 
recognized that they could withhold 
enough advertising to cut deeply into the 
Ppaper’s revenues, perhaps bankrupting 
it and that they could smear him until he 
would have to leave town.”

Dr. Springer speaking: 


(a) Mr. Mayor. Do you belong to any 
Church? Do you believe in the Bible? 
Do you believe in the existence of God? 


Were you sincere when at the time 
you took the oath of office you raised 
your hand and repeated these words: “I 
solemnly swear that I will uphold, cher- 
ish and defend the Constitution of the 
United States?” 


Mr. Mayor, I remind you that the Bill 
of Rights is a part of the Constitution of 
the United States. I remind you that it 
grants to every citizen the right of free 
speech, freedom of the press and the 
right to worship God according to the dic- 
tates of conscience. 


When you permitted your “Hate Com- 
mittee” to attack me because I am a 
Fundamental Christian . . . When you 
advocated silencing my message as a 
Minister of the Gospel . . . When you 
said that my paper the “Western Voice” 
should be silenced — were you uphold- 
ing the Constitution of the United States? 


If you have thus violated your oath, 
do you know of any reason why you 
should not be recalled from office?

Let me read the exact section of the 
law that I charge you have violated. 
Have you forgotten Section 51 of Title 18 
of the Criminal Code of the United States 
Government, which reads as follows: 


“Conspiracy to injure persons in exer- 
cise of civil rights. If two or more per- 
sons conspire to injure, oppress, 
threaten, or intimidate any citizen in the 
free exercise of enjoyment of any right 
or privilege secured to him by the Con- 
stitution or laws of the United States, or 
because of his having so exercised the 
same, they shall be fined not more than 
$5,000 or imprisoned not more than ten 
years, and shall moreover, be thereafter 
ineligible to any office, or place of honor, 
profit or trust created by the Constitu- 
tion or laws of the United States. ” 


Mr. Mayor. I repeat my charge. I ac- 
cuse you and the members of your “Hate 
Committee’ with having violated this Sec- 
tion of the American Criminal Code. And 
now, Mr. Mayor, here is your $64.00 
question: 


Do you know of any reason why a 
Grand Jury should not be impaneled for 
the purpose of looking into this matter? 


In view of the scandal, that you have 
now created ... Don’t you think, in fair- 
ness to the patriotic and Christian people 
of the Rocky Mountain area, that you 
should step down and out of office and 
submit to a hearing before a Grand Jury? 


Will you resign from office? Or will 
it be necessary for the outraged people 
of Denver to rise up and demand your 
recall?

UFFICIENT has been written in this 
article to expose the sinister plot that 
is now getting under way to BLACK OUT

It will be found, however, that the sponsors of 
the Civil Rights Congress in many instances are the 
same as those of its predecessor organizations. 


It has been a time honored Communist tactic to 
set up a hue and cry for civil liberties precisely at 
the moment when the boldest attacks upon democ- 
racy are intended. 


A maze of organizations have been spawned for 
the alleged purpose of defending civil liberties in 
general but actually intended to protect Commu- 
nist subversion from any penalties under the law. 


After the close of the War, as the attitude of 
the Soviet Government changed from one of re- 
served co-operation with the United States to one 
of vituperative criticism in order to hide Soviet ex-

Isaiah 35:5-6 predicted the miracles of 
Christ. Matthew 9:27-30 and John 5:5-9 
recorded the fulfillment. 


Isaiah 50:6 predicted the scourging of 
Christ. Matthew 26:67 and Mark 14:65 
recorded the fulfillment. 





Isaiah 11:10 predicted the world-wide 
Gospel of Christ. Mark 16:15 recorded 
the fulfillment. 


Isaiah 42:4 predicted the ultimate 
triumph of Christ. Philippians 2:10 pro- 
claims its fulfillment. 


Our Key Word is found in the first 
verse of today’s Lesson .. . Isaiah 9:2, 
“The people that walked in darkness 
have seen a great LIGHT: they that dwell 
in the land of the shadow of death, upon 
them hath the light shined.” Jesus was 
born into a world of moral and spiritual 
darkness. 


It was a religious world, characterized 
by great systems of philosophy, pagan- 
ism and idolatry. It was a world of 
strife, in which the fairest regions were 
devastated by war, strife and anarchy. 
It was a world, in which all sense of 
moral values had been lost. 


The sudden appearance of the Christ 
in such a world was like. a bright Light 
shining in a dark place. Christians are 
expected to reflect that Light. 


Isaiah 9:2 predicted that Christ would 
be the Light of the World. John 9:5 re- 
corded the fulfillment. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS ISAIAH 9:6. 


Jesus awaited the close of John’s 
ministry before beginning His own. There 
was only a brief interlude between the

baptism of our Lord and the imprison- 
ment of John. 


“Now when Jesus had heard that John 
was cast into prison... he came and 
dwelt in Capernaum.” While there, He 
explained that the time had come for the 
fulfillment of Isaiah 9:2. In fact, this very 
passage is quoted in Matthew, 4:16. 
Jesus clearly identified Himself as chief 
Subject of all of Isaiah’s prophecies. 


The verse above others, that comes to 
the Christian’s mind during the Christ- 
mas season, is Isaiah 9:6, “For unto us 
a child is born, unto us a son is given: 
and the government shall be upon his 
shoulder: and his name shall be called 
Wondertul, Counsellor, The mighty God, 
The everlasting Father, The Prince of 
Peace.” 


“KR child is born, a son is given.” 
Gabriel told Mary: “That holy thing 
which shall be born of thee shall be 
called the Son of God.” 


“The government shall be upon his 
shoulder.” This prophecy will find its 
fulfillment in Revelation 11:15. The en- 
sign of office was worn on the shoulder, 
in ancient times, as a pledge that the 
person thus decorated was helping sus- 
tain the government. 


“His name shall be called Wonderful.” 
Thirty years after our Lord had finished 
His life’s work, a New Testament writer 
appraised Him as possessing “a name 
which is above every name.” Philip- 
pians 2:9. 


“Counsellor.” The Epistle to the Ro- 
mans speaks of knowing “the mind of 
the Lord,” thereby acquiring wisdom 
above that of ordinary men. Romans 
11:33-34, 


“The mighty God.” The Modernist who 
denies the deity of Christ is on the op- 
posite side to Isaiah. 


“The everlasting Father.” Jesus con- 
firmed this prophecy by saying: “I and 
my Father are one.” 

“The Prince of Peace.” In Genesis 


49:10 our Lord is called Shiloh, which 
means the “Tranquillizer.” 


(3) THE KEY FACT IS THAT “THERE 
CAN BE NO PEACE WITHOUT CHRIST.” 


Man longs for peace, but fails to find 


it by human effort. The nations may cry 
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“peace, peace,” but there can be no 
peace without the Prince of Peace. 


Early in 1945 an international “Peace 
and Security” Charter was written in 
San Francisco. The paradox was patent 
in the fact that prayer could not be of- 
fered at the sessions, for fear of insult- 
ing the delegation of atheists from Mos- 
cow. An attempt to usher in world 
peace, with the Prince of Peace excluded! 


There can be no peace, either among 
nations, or in the heart of the individual 
without Christ. In Paul’s letter to the 
Philippians we read this beautiful bene- 
diction: “The peace of God, which 
passeth all understanding, shall keep 
your hearts and minds through Christ 
Jesus.”

GOD’S ETERNAL RULE 


Revelation 21, Verses 1-7 
and 22-27. 























OLDEN TEXT: “Thy kingdom 

is an everlasting kingdom, and 
thy dominion endureth throughout 
all generations.” Psalms 145:13. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF TODAY’S 
LESSON IS “NEW.” 


The release of atomic energy, has 
made it less difficult to understand how 
certain sweeping prophecies outlined in 
the Apocalypse, will be literally fulfilled. 


Revelation 8:7-11 is an example. This 
passage should be read, with the tragic 
potentialities of atomic power in mind. 
Jesus said that conditions preceding His 


return would be like “the days of Noah.” }. 


Nature was in convulsions during the 
antediluvian period. 


John described, “A new heaven and 
a new earth: for the first heaven and the 
first earth were passed away.” 


The Greek word for “new” in this text 
is “kainos,” meaning “fresh, recent, 
newly made.” The word translated 
“heaven,” is “ouranos,” and refers to 
sky or air in the passage. 


Bible students generally agree that 
there are three heavens spoken of in 
Scripture: (1) the atmospheric heavens, 
(2) the starry heavens, and (3) God’s 
throne in the “sides of the north.” 


David says in Psalms 75:6, “Promo- 
tion cometh neither from the east, nor 
from the west, nor from the south.” This 
leaves only one direction, as the source 
of promotion ... North. The word trans- 
lated “promotion” means “power to lift.” 





Jesus said: “In my Father's house are 
many mansions. I go to prepare a place 
for you.” 


Paul said: “For we know that if our 
earthly house of this tabernacle were dis- 
solved, we have a building of God, an 
house not made with hands, ETERNAL in 
the heavens.” 


The heavens to which Jesus and Paul 
here refer, are different from those men- 
tioned in Revelation 21:1. 


Satan is “prince of the power of the 
air.” Isaiah foresaw the destruction of 
Satan’s kingdom: “All the host of heaven 
shall be dissolved, and the heavens 
shall be rolled together as a scroll: and 
all their host shall fall down.” Isaiah 
34:4, 
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The Hebrew word “tsaba,” translated 
“host.” means, “army, battle, soldiers, 
or warfare.” Ephesians 6:12 refers to the 
warfare of Satan’s atmospheric army 
against Christians on the earthplane. 
Both the air above this planet, and the 
earth, have been cursed by sin. They 
will be destroyed. 








Peter predicted the use of atomic 
power, in bringing about the renovation 
of the planet: “The heavens shall pass 
away with a great noise (explosion), and 
the elements shall melt with fervent heat, 
the earth also and the works that are 
therein shall be burned up.” He con- 
tinues, “The heavens being on fire shall 
be dissolved.” 
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Then Peter’s next statement parallels 
that of John recorded through a vision 
received on the Isle of Patmos: “Never- 
theless we, according to his promise, 
look for new heavens and a new earth, 
wherein dwelleth righteousness.” II Peter 
3:10-13. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS REVELATION 
21:5. 2 








Sin, originating in the bosom of Luci- 
fer, marred and mutilated our planet. 
Scripture therefore speaks of a time 
when all will be made new. 


"And he that sat upon the throne said, 
Behold, I make all things new.” Revela- 
tion 21:5. 


David looked forward to the new crea- 
tion. He said: “Of old hast thou laid 
the foundation of the earth: and the 
heavens are the work of thy hands. They 
shall perish, but thou shalt endure: yea, 
all of them shall wax old like a garment: 
as a vesture shalt thou change them, 
and they shall be changed.” Psalm 
102:25-26. 


Inspiration also prompted Isaiah to 
write: “For, behold, I create new heavens 
and a new earth: and the former shall 
not be remembered, nor come to mind. 
But be ye glad and rejoice for ever in 
that which I create: for, behold, I create 
Jerusalem a rejoicing, and her people a 
joy. And I will rejoice in Jerusalem, and 
joy in my people: and the voice of weep- 
ing shall be no more heard in her, nor 
the voice of crying.” Isaiah 65:17-19. 


This is the New Jerusalem described in 
Revelation 21:2 as “coming down from 
God out of heaven,” prepared for the 
Church. Abraham anticipated this 
eternal city. “For he looked for a city 
which had foundations, whose builder 
and maker is God.” Hebrews 11:10. 


_ The New Jerusalem is described furth- 
er in Hebrews 12:22 ... and other pas- 
sages. 


(3) THE KEY FACT IS, “A CHANGE 
FOR THE BETTER IS COMING.” 


Human beings are destined to live 
forever. Earth’s most important ques- 
tion is: “Where will you spend eternity?” 


Death releases the spirit of man for 
entrance through one of two doors. 
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Words are inadequate to describe either 
abode. One is a realm of light and life 

. » the other is a kingdom of darkness 
and despair. 


Isaiah described the world of bliss 
provided through Christ’s atoning work: 
“He will swallow up death in victory: 
and the Lord God will wipe away tears 
from off all faces; and the rebuke of his 
people shall he take away from off all 
the earth: for the Lord hath spoken it:” 
Isaiah 25:8. 


“With songs and everlasting joy upon 
their heads: they shall obtain joy and 
gladness, and sorrow and sighing shall 
flee away.” Isaiah 35:10. 


John’s description of the New Jeru- 
salem, written 800 years later corre- 
sponds with that of Isaiah. Consider 
further the similarity between Revelation 
21:4, and the following passage: 


“The sun shall be no more thy light by 
day: neither for brightness shall the 
moon give light unto thee: but the Lord 
shall be unto thee an everlasting light, 
and thy God thy glory. Thy sun shall 
no more go down: neither shall thy moon 
withdraw itself: for the Lord shall be 
thine everlasting light, and the days of 
thy mourning shall be ended.” Isaiah 60: 
19-20. 


Both man and nature will feel the im- 
pact of the change for the better. The 
earth will be renovated. These vile 
bodies will be clothed upon with im- 
mortality. Philippians 3:21. Heaven will 
be eternally real.

BELIEFS THAT MATTER 


John 20:24-31; Acts 16:9-15; 
I Timothy 4:16; I John 5:1-5. 




















OLDEN TEXT: Whosoever be- 

lieveth that Jesus is the Christ 
is born of God: and every one that 
loveth him that begat loveth him 
also that is begotten of him.” I 
John 5:1. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF TODAY’S 
LESSON IS “DOCTRINE.” 


The dictionary definition of the word 
“doctrine,” is as follows: “That which is 
taught, held and put forth as true. A 
principle or position, or the body of prin- 
ciples in any branch of knowledge. 
Tenet. Dogma. Principle of faith.” 


A sound doctrinal statement is to 
Christian character, what a rudder is to 
a ship. The Apostle Paul placed major 
emphasis upon sound doctrine. In the 





Lesson for today, he admonished Timo- 
thy to, “take heed unto DOCTRINE.” 


The Church of Jesus Christ existed ap- 
proximately 20 years without a Bible 
distinctly its own. The earliest books of 
the New Testament were not written until 
20 years after the crucifixion. Sixty 
years elapsed before some of them were 
penned. During this time, believers were 
obliged to rely upon oral teaching, rather 
than a written record. 


It is therefore reasonable that the 
Apostles may have sensed a special 
need for: preserving the doctrinal integ- 
rity of the Church. It was their respon- 
sibility to keep the Faith immune to 
heretical invasions. 


Early Christians knew WHAT THEY 
BELIEVED. We should be equally sure 
of our ground today. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS ACTS 16:9... 


“Bnd a vision appeared to Paul in the 
night: There stood a man of Macedonia, 
saying, Come over into Macedonia, and 
help us.” 


The second phase of our Lesson has 
to do with missions. A true knowledge 
of doctrine will always make the believer 
a missionary at heart. No man can have 
a sound doctrinal basis for belief, with- 
out becoming a soul winner. He will 
want to share the precious truths of the 
Gospel with others. 


The fall of A. D. 50 found Paul, Silas 
and Timothy, on a small island in west- 
ern Asia, called Troas. They made plans 
to return east, but were checked twice 
by the Holy Spirit. This caused them to 
be puzzled. 


The answer to their problem came 
during the night . . . probably with the 
roar of the waves pounding against 
Paul's ears. In vision, he looked toward 
the west. A man was beckoning, “Come 
over into Macedonia and help us.” 


This meant a complete turn-about-face. 
The three missionaries were then headed 
EAST. The vision caused them to go 
WEST. This experience became the 
pivot on which Paul’s missionary min- 
ministry turned. 


Had they gone back east, the western 
world would have been denied the ad- 
vantages of the Gospel. It is probable 
that superstition, paganism and idolatry 
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would be reigning supreme today, in our 
part of the world. The miracle of Troas 
changed the whole course of human 


history. 


(3) THE KEY FACT IS THAT “THE 
CHRISTIAN POSSESSES SPIRITUAL 
SIGHT.” 


Thomas was an honest doubter. He 
was as eager, as the others, to believe 
that Christ had risen from the dead... 
but doubt hindered faith. 


The record does not say that Thomas 
felt of wounds in the Lord’s hands and 
side. He simply exclaimed: “My Lord 
and my God.” 


Jesus dealt tenderly with the doubter 
and said: “Blessed are they that have 
not seen, and yet believed.” This was 
another way for saying that the believer 
understands the REALITY OF THINGS 
SPIRITUAL. The natural man, a slave 
to the five senses, lives his life back- 
wards. “The things of God are spiritually 
discerned.”

Isaiah 40:28-31; John 14:8-14; 
Acts 17:22-31. 























OLDEN TEXT: “Now faith is 

the substance of things hoped 
for, the evidence of things not 
seen.” Hebrews 11:1. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF TODAY'S LES- 
SON IS “BELIEVE.” 


Jesus was concerned that His follow- 
ers should maintain a correct mental, 
moral and spiritual attitude toward God 
the Father .. . and Himself, as the Son 
of God. Only in this way could they re- 
main free from false religious concepts 
— Greek, Roman and Babylonian my- 
thologies, superstition, idolatry, pagan- 


‘ism, atheism, Modernism and other Sa- 


tanic inventions. 


Four times in three verses of today’s 
Lesson, Jesus uses the terms “believest.” 
“believe me,” “believe me for the very 
works’ sake,” and “believeth on me.” 


Members of the early Church often 
found it costly to wear the badge of 
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Christian belief. It caused men to hate 
‘them in much the same way that Chris- 
tians living under Communism are hated 
today. 


Strange enough . . . the believers of 
that period were regarded as atheists, 
because they rejected both Judaism and 
the Roman gods. Satan has always 
found ways for opposing those who sub- 
scribe to sound Christian beliefs. He is 
no less resourceful today than in times 


past. 
(2) THE KEY VERSE IS JOHN 14:8 .. 


“Philip saith unto him, Lord, shew us 
the Father.” 


This was an honest request, made 
from a sincere heart. The disciples were 
grappling with the heaviest and most 


‘ profound thought that can challenge the 


mind of man— namely THE FACT OF 
GOD. 


Man is endowed with a worshipful na- 
ture. He yearns for an experiencial re- 
lationship with His Maker. He is incur- 
ably religious. Jesus answered Philip 
by giving the most sublime revelation of 
God, that anyone living on this planet 
may ever expect to receive: 


“HE THAT HATH SEEN ME HATH 
SEEN THE FATHER.” 


Henry Van Dyke once said that, “Jesus 
lived the human life of God.” 


Jesus offers the best means for think- 
ing about God. He is the only God that 
men may ever expect to know, in human 
form. His body enshrined deity, during 
the days of His flesh. He was more than 
a teacher about God. He actually re- 
vealed God, to our humanity. He is the 
paradox and the astonishment of his- 
tory. 


He was born in a borrowed manger, 
preached a sermon in a borrowed boat, 
rode into Jerusalem on a borrowed beast, 
ate His last meal with the disciples in a 
borrowed room, and was buried in a 
borrowed tomb... and yet, has had an 
influence upon history that no one can 
possibly begin to calculate.

ONESTY, more than anything else,

Who are the everyday associates of 
your boy? Of your girl? Do they run 
with the crowd? Do your boys associate 
with those who idle away their time on 
the street or in the alleys, or who fre- 
quent the corner poolrooms or saloons? 


The Sunday School offers our young 
people an opportunity to make worthy 





friends. I firmly believe that there is a 
vast difference, insofar as character ig 
concerned, between the average Sun- 
day School attendant and the boy who 
habitually frequents the corner dive. 


Also there is the opportunity for much 
healthful and wholesome fun and enjoy- 
ment in the Sunday School parties or 
socials, athletic contests and other sim- 
ilar activities sponsored by many Sun- 
day Schools. 


These unexcelled diversions are im- 
portant in the lives of many boys and 
girls. 

What of leadership and preparation 
for uplifting the future life of a citizen? 
Sunday School classes are organized 
groups for uplifting moral instruction and 
each member has a definite task to per- 
form. 


Through the Sunday School it is pos- 
sible to impress upon receptive youth 
the principles of Christianity. These, it 
must be recognized, are fundamental in 
a democracy and in a society predicated 
upon justice and liberty. 


Today our democratic institutions are 
being assaulted by those who would 
substitute for American ideals and prac- 
tices, the revolutionary doctrines from 
foreign shores. These exponents of hat- 
red and atheism seek to infiltrate their 
hideous and outrageous propaganda 
into democratic America through the 
medium of our youth. 


More and more they are seeking to 
paint for our young people rosy pictures 
of the conditions in their own godless 
lands. We in America want none of 
their panaceas or their deceitful preach- 
menis.
